Strict Details Mark 
Private Club Proposal 


BY PAM TROBOY 
Retail districts of more than 30 
acres are the appropriate place for 
private clubs, City Council members 
determined Monday night. 
In a proposed amendment to the 
zoning ordinance which was for­ 
warded to the Planning and Zoning 
Commission for a public hearing, the 
council agreed that private clubs 
should be special uses in the central 
business district or in an area 
bounded by the city limits on the 
south, Independence Pkwy, on the 
west, Spring Creek Pkwy, on the north 
and Jupiter Rd. on the east. 
If in the described area, private 
clubs would be restricted to con­ 
tiguous retail districts of at least 30 
acres which lie at least partially 
within the boundaries. 
No more than two private clubs 
would be allowed in each full 30-acre 
portion of the retail district, and no 
more than four private clubs would be 
allowed in any retail district. 
The proposed am endm ent also 
prohibits private clubs from being 
within 1,000 feet of the property line of 
any church, school, hospital or 
publicly-owned park. The park 
restriction can be lifted, however, if 
the “City Council affirmatively finds 
that issuance of the specific use 
permit would not be detrimental or 
injurious to the public health, safety 
or general welfare, or otherwise of­ 
fensive to the neighborhood.” 
Conditions 
Council members also specified the 
following conditions: “65 percent of 
gross receipts be derived from the 
sale of food, subject to an annual audit 
provided at the expense of the per- 
mitee for review by the City Council; 
the permitted premises contain a 
minimum of 125 dining seats allowing 
a minimum of 12 square feet of dining 
area per dining chair; the permitee 
comply with the provisions of the 
Texas Liquor Control Act and receive 
a private club permit from the State of 
Texas within six months from the date 
of issuance of the specific use permit 
by the City; and such other conditions 
and restrictions which the City 
Council determines at the time of 
granting the specific-use permit, are 
necessary to protect and provide for 
the health safety, and general welfare 
of the community.” 
Denial 
Grounds for denial occur if the City 
Council 
“ should 
affirm atively 
determine that issuance of the same 
would be detrimental or offensive to 
the neighborhood or otherwise be 
contrary to the health, safety, or 
general welfare of the City and its 
inhabitants.” 
Louise 
Sherrill 
opposed 
the 
measure because it does not include 
any restrictions on package stores. 
She warned that if and when a 
referendum comes and passes, the 
city “may be passed by.” 
The councilwoman is worried that 
timing requirem ents on

may

restrictions from going into effect 
when they are needed. She predicted a 
referendum would be held before 
October.

Chairman Jim Taylor said the 
committee had “a very positive at­ 
titude toward city government.” The 
members agreed that the most cost 
effective way 
of allowing 
the 
governm ent to continue its ef­ 
fectiveness and efficiency is to begin a 
10-year building program, he added. 
The voters have already approved 
$725,000 for expansion of facilities. 
Committee members believe that a 
total allocation of $2.5 million is

Carter had flown to Cheyenne to 
begin preparations tor a Thun­ 
der birds’ aerial demonstration show 
scheduled Wednesday.

Coffers Now Dwindling 
Coffee

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (UPI) - 
A few months ago, the Brazilian 
coffee industry was enjoying record 
high prices, much to the chagrin of the 
American coffee addict. 
But 
today, 
no one 
is 
buying 
Brazilian coffee because of a glut on 
the market and the consequent drop in 
prices has left the nation’s exporters 
reeling. 
Brazilian exporters felt the first 
shock from the market collapse when 
the old, established trading firm of 
Leite Barreiros Comercial E Expor- 
tadora in Santos was unable to honor 
its purchase contracts early this 
month and. lost about $44 million. 
Leite Barreiros was an extreme 
case, but its bankrupcy showed the 
other Santos exporters the salad days 
of the first half of the year — when 
sales topped $2 billion — had come to 
an abrupt halt. 
In the last year, coffee prices shot 
up from about $1.30 a pound in August 
1976 to a high of $3.40 dollars a pound 
in April 1977. 
The price rise was attributed to a 
July 1975 frost in Brazil, war and civil 
unrest in Africa, drought in Kenya 
and floods in Central America. 
According to Brazilian industry 


sources, roasters, fearing even higher 
prices, bought up all the coffee they 
could get in late 1976 and early 1977 
while Brazilian exporters, hoping to 
keep profits rolling, kept purchasing 
all the stocks available in the interior. 
Then the Northern Hemisphere 
summer brought a traditional drop in 
coffee consumption, combined with a 
drop in consumer demand due to 
supermarket coffee prices of more 
than $4 per pound. Roasters suddenly 
found themselves with surplus stocks 
and stopped buying. 
Consequently, the Brazilians found 
themselves with warehouses full of 
coffee and highpriced purchase 
contracts to honor and their losses 
mounted quickly. 
Despite the slack demand, the 
Brazilian Coffee Institute has refused 
to lower a minimum export price of 
$3.20 and with the world market 
hovering at $2.00, Brazilian dealers 
simply had no means of selling coffee. 
The complete stop in Brazilian sales 
hasn’t stopped the price decline and 
last week the New York market 
suffered its greatest single-day drop 
in history, plummeting 48 cents from 
$2.55 to $2.07. 
“The basic position of the Brazilian 
coffee industry, except the farmers, is 


that if wishes could bring another 
frost there’d be three feet of snow in 
Parana right now,” a Rio broker said.

Nursing Home Care Improves 


But Several Problems Still Remain ‘Under Fire’ 


Even though there are 
deficiencies in some nursing 
homes, we should not forget 
how far we’ve come in the 
past few years, the Director 
of the Texas Department of 
H ealths 
Nursing 
and 
C o n v alescen t 
Homes 
Division, Howard C. Allen, 
asserts. 
Nursing homes .recently 
have come under fire— 
particularly in East Texas— 
for 
problems 
involving 
patient care. 
Allen said there are bound 
to be some nursing homes 
which fail to provide proper 
services in all cases, even 
though the breakdowns may 
be temporary. 
“But,” said Allen, “the 
nursing home care has 
improved drastically in 
recent years. Some 25 years 
ago, before legislation called 
for regulation of nursing 
homes 
in 
Texas, 
the 
situations now being found in 
isolated cases were much 
more widespread.” 


“ Back in those days, 
however,” 
said 
Allen, 
“nursing homes were for the 
most part in private homes 
or large residential-type 
structures. Compared to the 
operation of nursing homes 
today, the homes of 25 years 
ago had little physician 
direction and had much less 
nursing care provisions, less 
consideration 
to 
diet 
therapy, and less attention to 
the 
handling 
of

$4 per week and supervisors 
at $5 per week, Howard U. 
Freeman’s bid of $34,288 for 
the repair of four alleys in 
Dallas North Estates and 
four planning cases.

Allen said there are 1001 
nurseing and convalescent 
homes consisting of 98,506 
beds licensed and under 
inspection by the Texas 
Department of Health. 
Inspections and surveys 
cover such areas as ad­ 
ministration, nursing care, 
dietary 
care, 
medical 
records, pharmacy services, 
sanitation, and physical 
environment. Most facilities 
participate in Medicare or 
Medicaid or both. The Texas 
Department 
cf 
Health 
performs surveys for cer­ 
tification of facilities under 
Medicare-Medicaid 
prog­ 
rams, in accordance with 
state 
and 
federal 
requirements, while at the 
same time making in­ 
spections for licensing. 


To perform inspections 
and surveys the Department 
has 115 inspection personnel, 
not counting supervisors, 
administrative and clerical 
personnel. Inspection staff 
consists of health facility 
s u r v e y o r s , 
n u r s e s , 
nutritionists, 
pharmacists, 
medical record specialists, 
architects, and engineers. 
An in-depth survey to 
establish eligibility 
for 
continuing certification may 
range from two to five days 
in a facility; such a survey 
normally occurs annually. 
Other visits are made to 
verify 
correction 
of 
deficiencies or to investigate 
complaints. 


On the average a nursing 
home is visited about four 
times a year. All complaints, 
both written and verbal, are 
considered legitimate and 
are investigated. 
Today, an entire new in­ 
dustry has grown up in 
nursing homes, said Allen. 
With application of the 
nationally recognized Life 
Safety Code, facilities are 
safe structures, and for the 
most part are modern, have 
central heating and air 
conditioning systems, and 
fire alarm and other safety 
equipment. 
Quality 
medical 
con­ 
sultation, quality nursing, 


dietary, 
and 
pharmacy 
services, 
and 
records 
systems are stressed in the 
standards governing the 
operations of the homes. 
Hand in hand with im­ 
provements in physical 
surroundings, said Allen, 
has come training for per­ 
sonnel employed in nursing 
homes. 
“We can tell the difference 
in our inspections over the 
years,” 
he said. 
“ The 
average 
nursing 
home 
employee 
is 
more 
knowledgeable and more 
skilled at the job being 
performed.” 
“ But,” said Allen, “ a 
nursing 
home 
isn’t 
a 
hospital. 
Although 
it 
operates 24 hours a day, the 
ratio 
of 
employees 
to 
residents is very much less 
than that of a hospital. 
“The fee for providing 
food, shelter, and skilled 
nursing care around the 
clock is only about $24 per 
day 
in 
most 
facilities 
providing that level of c a re - 
much less than the average 
fee for use of a hospital 
room. While the optimum 
conditions might call for 
more registered nurses and 
more physician availability, 
still the economics must be 
considered. 
“Someone must pay the 
bills—in many cases it is the 
loved ones of nursing home 
patients. While Medicaid 
and Medicare pick up much 
of the cost in many cases, 
some families are without 
these resources.” 
Living in a nursing home is 
not like living at home. 
“ However,” said Allen, 
“many families do not have 
persons 
and 
physical 
facilities to keep their 
aging—often 
ill 
and 
disoriented—family 
mem­ 
bers at home. When they do 
have to resort to nursing 
home care, they can be 
thankful that the Health 
Department, other state and 
federal agencies, and the 
nursing home industry have 
combined to provide the 
nursing services which our 
aging population needs.”

Perhaps you have heard in 
your fishing experience that 
a certain lake “ turned 
over.” Did you really believe 
it?

water near the surface from 
a cooler mass in the depths. 
While fishing below the 
thermocline is generally not 
very productive, the area 
just above this imaginary 
line often brings the best 
fishing.

can mean the difference 
between a hefty stringer of 
fish and none at all. Area 
lakes which have ther­ 
moclines include Garza- 
Little 
Elm , 
Tawakoni, 
Grapevine and sometimes 
White Rock. 
A thermocline acts as a lid 
which 
traps gases and 
oxygen-depleted 
w ater 
beneath a specific depth, 
making water below that 
area “dead.” 
Thermoclines are natural 
and occur in late spring and 
summer when the sun heats 
a lake’s temperature. As the 
warmer temperatures reach 
deeper into the lake, a point 
is reached where the tem­ 
perature changes more than 
one degree centigrade in one 


meter of depth. 
This causes the water to 
stratify or separate into 
layers of warm water on top 
decreasing to cold water 
below. 
Because of this, the only 
recirculation of oxygen in 
the water occurs above the 
thermocline. 
Down below, detritus on 
the lake bottom begins to 
decompose, using up the 
available dissolved oxygen 
in the water. Naturally, this 
oxygen cannot be replaced. 
A thermocline condition 
generally rem ains stable 
until cooler weather begins 
to equalize the extrem e 
temperatures. 
When 
this 
happens, 
usually the therm ocline 


disappears and the trapped 
gases escape to the surface. 
This 
is 
what 
prompts 
fishermen to say the lake 
“turned over.” 
To make the most of a 
thermocline, the angler 
needs to locate it and fish 
above it. Live minnows are 
an excellent way to test 
depths and oxygen levels 
because they die beneath the 
thermocline. 
According to Parks and 
Wildlife 
De par t me nt 
biologists, an average depth 
above a thermocline is 25-30 
feet. 
Anglers should keep in 
mind that certain lakes have 
m o r e 
p r o n o u n c e d 
stratification than others— 
some have no thermocline.
